Superintending School Committee: 


DIST. No. 1. 


- Summer term taught by Miss Ella F. Litchfield. The teacher was 
well qualified to teach this school, but labored under the disadvantage 
of teaching her first term in her own district. She was energetic 
and persevering. Her first effort at teaching was a success. 

Winter term instructed by David B. Frye. Whatever credit is due 
this term of school is given to the pupils. As regards progress in 
studies and moral deportment,they acquitted themselves in a manner 
creditable to themselves and parents. 


DIST. No. 2. 


No Summer school. Winter term under the instruction of Miss 
Mary E. Sargent, a teacher of ability. Her former good reputation 
was fully sustained in this school. Teacher and pupils were one in 
purpose, and much progress was made. Reading and spelling were 
made interesting. Geography was well attended to. Thirty-four 
maps were upon the school-room walls, executed by Misses Smith 
and Clarke. Finally, this was ene of our best schools. 


DIST. Nowe. 


Summer term. Teacher, Miss Grace A. Sargent. Miss Sargent’s 
refinement and general deportment make her eminently fit to asso- 
ciate with the susceptible minds of youth. Her experience has fitted 
her for a teacher who ranks among the first. The appearance of her 
school was satisfactory, and did credit to all concerned. Pupils, 
during both terms, have made too little use of the black-board. 

Winter term. ‘Teacher, Miss Pauline S. Miller, a teacher of about 
the right metal to govern this school. Her style of teaching is better 
adapted to advanced than elementary classes; yet, this method, pur- 
sued for several terms, would be a great improvement on the gen- 
eral one. It does not learn pupils much to anticipate and help 
answer questions by some well-known method of questioning, 
but “it does pelish an examination. Tis true, this examination 
showed some failures, but it was honest and fair. The appearance 
of the first class in Arithmetic at the board showed a lack of confi- 
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dence in themselves to explain principles, which can only be over- 
come by a daily use of the black-board. Attention to the sounds of 
letters, manner of recitation of the second class in Grammar, multi- 
plying in concert, and the general deportment of the school were 
particularly commendable. The teacher’s discipline was none too 
severe, and I heartily sustain her in preserving good order. Let 
parents teach their children to obey the rules of school or get pun- 
ished at home; then we will have less complaint of too strict teach- 
ers and better schools will be the result. 


DIST. No. 4. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma Colburn, young and inexper- 
ienced. Her good will todo her duty should have been met with 
hearty support from all members of the district instead of an injur- 
ious influence. Young teachers should be encouraged with kind 
words and good suggestions from parents, for, 

Pass through this life as best they may, 
Tis full of anxious care. 


The progress in this'school was all that could be expected of one 


so little advanced, and Miss Colburn did well under the circum- 
stances. 


DIST. No. 5. 


Fall term instructed by Miss Ella V. Flanders. This was the 
teacher's first attempt. How well she succeeded I cannot report, for 
I was not notified of the close of the school. She is an excellent 
scholar, and the appearance of teacher and school at its opening was 
highly satisfactory. I have confidence enough in her ability to 
recommend her to teach a more advanced school. 


DIST. No. 6. 


Summer term under the charge of Miss Flora B. Colby. This 
school ranks among the first in advancement, considering the ages 
of the pupils. The parents have considerable interest in this district 
in schooling their children. They endeavor to secure good teachers. 
The committee did well in making choice of Miss Colby for Summer 
and Miss Elzina M. Smith for the Fall term. Miss Smith’s term 
closed three days sooner than was expected and was not visited at 
the close. It was a positive luxury to listen to recitations in both 
terms. These teachers were the right ones in the right places and 
did good work. 

DIST. No. 7. 

Fall term taught by Miss Irene W. Hemphill. This school is 
improving of late. Scholars from adjoining districts made it more 
interesting. Miss Hemphill has talents for more advanced pupils 
than these. Teacher, pupils and parents being in harmony, a good 
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school was the result. Let there be more good schools in this dis- 
trict. Give the board and lengthen the schools. 


DIST. No. 10. 


Summer term instructed by Miss Augusta Colby. She was inter- 
ested in the work. Governed the school in a quiet manner that 
inspired the pupils with confidence in their abilities. The recitations 
at examination were well performed. Miss Colby gave general sat- 
isfaction. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Parker Smith. Mr. Smith made a 
good beginning in this, his first term. He labored hard and succe ss- 
fully to explain principles. 


You are presented with an imperfect School Table from the fact that, 
all registers have not been returned. Let each Prudential Committee 
see that his teacher has made return of register before receiving pay. 
More pains should be taken to make our school-rooms more comfort - 
able in Winter. In No. 2 the pupils brought furniture from home so 
as to get near enough to the fire to keep warm. The stove is not 
large enough to warm a room twelve by fifteen feet. Plastering off 
the walls, cold rushes through. The little stove has no latch on its 
door. Sections of pipe are apart and smoke enters the room. 
Finally, all in all, I am bold to affirm that it was an imposition upen 
teacher and pupils to be obliged to meet in such a room for school. 
No. 3 school was without chalk for some time. In two instances 
parents have insisted upon different books being used by their chil- 
dren than those recommended by S. S. Committee or teacher. 
Result showed that little, if any, progress was made. No text books 
except fifth readers have been changed., This change seemed neces- 
sary as the old books were in use about five years and had become 
uninteresting. Reading matter for pupils should be of interest to 
them, for it is not a// the object in reading to learn to read, but to 
store the mind with useful information. A small, written Arithme- 
tic, used in some classes, has no proper place in dur schools. Green- 
leaf’s series are complete and fully adapted to the wants of our 
pupils. Let us bear in mind that the imperfections of the young and 
inexperienced should be charitably borne with in teaching, as wel] 
as inall avocations. If no better reasons for finding fault can be 
given than that the teacher is young and a member of the same dis- 
trict, we think it would be wisdom in fault-finders to say nothing. 
Last, but not least, isa want of interest in parents in visiting our 
schools. ‘The foregoing is respectfully submitted.
